As nobody doubts that these es 
will be left on thé roll by the Committee 
on Credentials and as there is nothing 
in the situation to. warrant the assump- 
tion ‘that the majority of the delegates 
in’ the convéntion will not approve the 
report of its Credentials Committee, the 
Colonel apparently will have to bolt if he 
does not change his mind before the crisis 
comes. 

This bolt wil} occur, if at all, after the 
Colonel is defeated by the throwing out 
of any minority report which his friends 
on the Credentials Committee may pre- 
sent. He figures that he could justify 
a bolt at that stage of the proceedings. 
If he bolted after the names of President
